WABASH.—The Pittsburg “*Post,”’ on Nov. 
27, announced that “another important cut- 
off is to be built in the Pittsburg district by 
the Wabash. It will be used to give better 
service for through-trains when the proposed 
connecting link is completed between Pitts- 
burg and the western terminus of the Western 
Maryland. Plans for the new cut-off, which 
will extend from a point on the Westside Belt 
Kailroad to Bridgeville, on the Wabash- 
Pittsburg Terminal Railroad, are being pre- 
pared by the local engineering department, 
and work is to be started early next spring. 
J. Q. Barlow, Ch. Engr. of the Western Mary- 
Jand, announces that final surveys have de- 
termined the route to be followed by that 
company between Cumberland, Md., and this 
city, to link up the Wabash eastern connec- 
tions Starting at Cumberland, the Western 
Maryland will pass through “The Narrows” 
over the tracks of the Georges Creek line, 
which has been absorbed by the Wabash 
interests. Near Mount Savage the line will 
diverge southward, passing through Morgan- 
town It will then go in a northwesterly 
direction toward Salisbury Junction, where it 
will come in sight of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
occupying the south bank of the Youghiogh- 
eny River. The Baltimore & Ohio occupies 
the north bank. 

“The two roads will practically parallel each 
other to a point near Indian Creek, where 
the Wheeling line will start. It will pass 
through Uniontown and Waynesburg, thence 
to Wheeling, where it will connect with the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie. The Pittsburg line 
will continue to parallel the Baltimore & Ohio 
to Confluence, where a direct cut across the 
country to this city will begin. It will strike 
the Monongahela River at Monessen. At a 
point about six miles south of Pittsburg the 
new line will connect with the Westside Belt, 
which is already a part of the Wabash sys- 
tem and by which entrance to this city will 
be effected. From the point of junction of 
the new road and the Westside Belt it is pro- 
posed to build a cut-off to Bridgeville, where 
connection will be made with the main line. 
Ry this cut-off trains can be diverted around 
Pittsburg, thus preventing the possibility of 
a freight tie-up. 

“When the new line is completed the dis- 
tance via the Baltimore & Ohio and the West-

RAILWAY.—Siberia-Alaska.— The Trans- 
Alaska-Siberian Railway Co. has been in- 
corporated under the laws of New Jersey, 
with an authorized capital stock of $6,000,- 
000 to build a railway across Siberia and 
Alaska, with a tunnel under Behring Strait. 
Incorporators: Loicq de Lobel, No. 11-bis 
Rue d’Edinbourg, Paris, France; J. A. L. 
Waddell, New Nelson Bldg., Kansas City, 
Mo.; John J. Healey, Pioneer Bldg., Seattle, 
Wash.; John R. Turner, 15 Exchange Place, 
Jersey City, N. J.; William Harmon Black, 
11 Wall St., New York. According to a 
press dispatch the main line is to start from 
Konsk station, on the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
way, and run eastwardly to the boundary 
of the Province of Armour, and thence to 
a point between Yakoutsk and Okotsk, thence 
to the Behring Strait, with various branches. 
The tunnel under Behring Strait will be in 
the boundaries of the Russian territorial 
waters, with the junction with a smaller 
tunnel under American waters. The length 
of the principal lines will be about 3,750 
miles, and 2,250 for the branch lines. The 
Alaska Railway will start from Cape Prince 
of Wales, Seward, Peninsula, Alaska, at a 
point known as Kinnegan, and run toward 
Cape York and to Port Clarence, and from 
there to Grently harbor, crossing California 
and Kangarock Rivers toward Council City. 
From here the railroad will proceed easterly 
to North Bay, and from this point to near 
Nulato, thence along the Coutewell River, 
crossing the Tona River and to the boundary 
line between Alaska and the British North- 
west Territory. 

RAILWAY SYSTEM, — Colombia. — John 
Barrett, Minister at Bogota, reports that 
Colombia is planning a system of railways 
which, if carried to completion, will have 
a great influence on its future prosperity. 
He gives the details of a railroad extension 
program announced by President Reyes, as 
follows: First. The line from Buenaven- 
tura, on the Pacific Coast, and which was 
originally intended to cross the central range 
of the Andes at an enormous cost and re- 
quiring many years to construct, is to be 
diverted at Cali, in the rich Cauca Valley, 
and follow down the course of the Cauca 
River via Cartago and Caramanta to a con- 
venient point, and then proceed from there 
to Medellin, the prosperous capital of the 
rich province of Antioquia. Second. The 
railroad of Antioquia, joining with the Cauca 
Railroad at Medellin, will be built to Puerto 
Berrio, on the Magdalena River, and from 
there down the banks of the Magdalena to 
Barranca Bermeja, the highest point on the 
Magdalena River to which navigation is safe 
and good the year round. Third. From Bar- 
ranca Bermeja, on the Magdalena, will start 
an important railway to Bucaramanga, the 
growing capital of the Department of San- 
tander, and from there it will be later con- 
tinued to Cucuta, the principal Colombian 
city on the borders of Venezuela. Through 
Cucuta goes most of the Colombian trade 
to Maracaibo Lake. Fourth. The La Dorada 
Railroad, which is expected to reach Am- 
balema, on the Magdalena River, at the end 
of the following year, will proceed to Belt- 
ran, on the banks of the Magdalena, along 
those of the River Seco, and, passing by the 
summit of Limbo, will be connected at To- 
ecaima with the railroad of Giradot, which, 
in the near future, will reach the savannah 
on which Bogota is located, and provide di- 
rect communication with the capital. 

HARBOR PROJECTS, RAILWAYS, ETC.— 
Japan.—The “Japan Mail’’ announces, in 
connection with proposed harbor works at 
Kobe, that the Government has decided to 
construct at Onohama a large embankment, 
work on which will be commenced in May 
or June, 1907. On the Hyogo side large 
provision of harbor facilities will also be 
made, chiefly for the purposes of the trade 
between Japan, China and Korea. The de- 
tails for Kobe include the following: A 
breakwater 1,088 yds. in length, a pier 4,890 
yds. long, at which vessels can be moored, 
a landing place 230 yds. long, iron ware- 
house (open), 28,456 tsubo (approximately 
102,400 sq. yds.) in area, wooden warehouses 
1,080 tsubo (approximately 4,000 sq. yds.) 
in area, railways 22 miles, and 130 lifting 
eranes. As regards Hyogo the details are: 
Two wharves, each 140 yds. long; a landing 
place 20 yds. long; an iron warehouse (open) 
3,000 tsubo (about 11,850 sq. yds.) in area; 
railways three miles; eight lifting cranes, 
and roads, drains, electric lighting, etc. The 
total cost of these works is estimated at 
82,490,000 yen (about $16,200,000), and the 
period of construction will be eight years. 

The ‘‘Japan Herald’’ announces, with refer- 
ence to a proposed scheme for the develop- 
ment of-~the Hokkaido at a cost of 20,400,- 
000 yen (about $10,200,000), that the Director 
of the Local Bureau of the Home Office, 
who was sent to the Hokkaido to make in- 
vestigations, has now made a report to the 
Minister for Home Affairs, his conclusions 
being mainly in favor of ‘the scheme.- The 
original scheme was to float a loan for the 
purpose of raising the sum required of 
the proceeds, 15,000,000 yen (about $7,500,- 
000) is to be deveted to the improvement of 
six harbors, and 2,800,000 yen (about $1,- 
400,000) to the improvement of land. The 
Home Office is not, however, disposed to 
sancition the scheme in toto. The portion 
of the scheme which will probably be sanc- 
tioned is said to be limited to the improve- 
ment of the land and the construction of 
three harbors, one of which wilt be at Otaru. 

According to the “Japan Herald” two im- 
portant electric railway proposals for Kobe 


are now under consideration by the Govern- 
ment, whose official sanction thereto is 
expected shortly The first is that of the 
Kobe City Electric Railway for permission 
to connect the Hanjin and the Kobe electric 
line near the present terminus of the former 
line The second is an application of the 
Hanjin Electric Railway Co. for permission 
to extend its line to the American Hatoba 
An agreement has already been arrived at 
between the Osaka Municipality and the 
Hanjin Electric Co. concerning the connec- 
tion of the latter line with the Osaka Harbor 
electric line.
